MBer of Hallucinations.
It is a curious fact in hallucination

that some persons possess the faculty of
evoking ghosts at will. Dr. Abercomby
mentions the case of a gentleman who
could at any time place before him a
phantom,' by fixing his mind intently on
the person whose image he wished to
produce. Having, however, invoked the
figure, he had no power to make it dis-
appear, nor could he say how long it
would remain.

A writer in Chamber's Journal men-
tions two cases of this singular power,
which shows that its exercise is likely to
be attended with the most deplorable of
consequences:

Dr. Wigan states that he was acquaint-
ed with a very amiable and intelligent
man who possessed the power of putting
before him his own image. He often
laughed heartily at the sight of his
eidolon, which to him appeared always
to laugh.

For a long time this was a source of
amusement and pleasantry to him.

But the result was deplorable. Hallu-
cination gradually passed into delusion;
little by httle, he persuaded himself that
he was haunted by his double.

His other self held obstinate discus-
sions with him, and, to his mortification,
sometimes vanquished him in argument,
at which he prided himself on being an
adept.

Wearied out at last, he resolved not to
begin a new year; placed in separate pa-
pers his daily expenses for a week, paid
his debts, awaited pistol in hand the
night of 31st December, and the mo-
ment the clock struck midnight, blew
out his brains.

That this extraordinary faculty is one
that cannot long be exercised with im-
punity, is also illustrated by the case of
the gifted but eccentric poet-paint- and
engraver, William Blake,

His mode of portrait painting was
certainly peculiar. His own account of
it to Wigan was as follows:

"When a model was presented, I look-
ed at it attentively for half an hour,
sketching occasionally on the canvas. I
had no need of a longer sitting.

"I put aside the drawing, and passed
to another person. When I wished to
continue the first portrait, I took the
subject of it into my mind, I put him in
the chair, where I perceived liim as dis-
tinctly as if he had been there in reality

I may even add, with form and color
more defined than in the original.

"I contemplated from time to time the
imaginary figure. I suspended my work
to examine the pose : every time I cast
my eye on the chair I saw the man."

In one year he stated that he had
painted three hundred portraits, great
and small.

But the Nemesis of an overstretched
imagination inevitably overtook him; by
degrees he lost the power to distinguish
between the real and the imaginary sit-
ters; his mind became confused and un-
hinged, and he spent thirty years in an
asylum.

Growth of the Traffic In Frogs.
Boston Commercial Bulletin.

In spite of the prejudice existing
against the frogs, frog-eatin- g has sow es-

tablished itself firmly as an American
institution. For a time it was confined
to the Eastern States, but soon the hardy
Westerner succumbed to the custom of
effete Europe, and Chicago and Sun
Francisco are as deeply in the mire es
Boston or New York.

At Elgin, 111., there is a man who
found it so profitable that he went into
the business a few years since, of raising
a peculiar kind of frog for the Western
markets. While here in many cases they
are sold under fictitious names, it is said
thit inthe West they are served op as
fried frogs.

A considerable improvement has taken
place in thin trade recently, and a dealer
says there is a good demand for all that
can be secured. Many restaurants and
most of the hotels have the delicacy,
though not on the regular bill of fare,
only serving to order. A large part of
the frogs sold here are native, but there
is a serious competition on the part of
the Canadian article.

Ia Canada, the business is conducted
on a large scale, and the industry, which
lately received considerable encourage-
ment by the increased demand, is at
present very promising. Numbers of
coys wno bave become quite expert,
spear the frogs in the country ponds and
streams and sell them in the city to the
commission dealers from whom they re-
ceive 5 to 10 cents a dozen. The com-
mission men skin, nack in ir and akin
them to the Northern and Western cit-
ies, where the delicious tidbits bring
them a handsome profit.
. In this city the frogs are sold generally
by the dozen, and bring from 20 to 50
cents, according to quality. As the de-
mand increases the business will furnish
2site a source of rural income, and

Jrifty Cape Codders might consider this
suggestion, as from personal observation
it is known that vast numbers of frogs
are there which now live to a respected
serene, and honored old age. The sub-
ject of canning frogs is now being talked
of, and efforts are being made to discover
a good process for this purpose.
